The Rosenfields' of Mattapoisett also attended the 
open house and commented, "It's important to see how 
your taxes are being spent." Mr. Rosenfield said that there 
were so many activities offered that "there was certainly 
something for everyone," who came to ORRHS.

MLT To Purchase Brownell Property

In an effort to secure more land for conversation 
and recreational purposes, the Mattapoisett Land Trust 
(MLT) recently announced an agreement to purchase 49 
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acres of woodlands and wetlands in Eastern Mattapoisett 
from Linda Brownell. The purchase represents the second 
largest acquisition of land by the trust since its inception 
in 1974. The largest land acquisition occurred in 2007, 
when the Trust purchased 107 acres at Brandt Island 
Cove. 

Gary P. Johnson, president of MLT, said that the 
purchase of such land is particularly valuable because it 
ties together a continuous nature preserve of 300 acres 
between Prospect Road in the west and Hollywoods 
Road in the east and between Watertower Park north of 
Route 6 and the Dunn Preserve in the south with access to 
Angelina Avenue. 

'Tf s a big deal. Just by adding 49 acres, we 
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are making a combined 300 acres/' Mr. Johnson said. 
Ultimately, he said the trust desires to open up the 
Brownell Property to the public for trail use and to pick 
blueberries from the enormous number of blueberry 
trees present on the property Years ago, Ms. Brownell's 
grandparents had planted a large blueberry orchard that 
included 1,500 trees. ''We picked them ourselves and sold 
them to a fruit market in New Bedford," Ms. Brownell 
stated. 

The orchard has become overgrown since then, 
but the MLT plans to clear the overgrowth after the 
acquisition for better public access. In addition, the MLT 
hopes to extend the existing Hiller Trail through the 
property to Prospect Road. 

He said the land acquisition ultimately supports 
the MLT's mission to provide public outdoor spaces for 
locals. ''[MLT's land acquisitions] are large enough for 
people to go out for a hike. It is a way to get away from 
the noise and enjoy nature on the properties," he said. 
With this acquisition, the total number of acres under 
the trust's purview will be approximately 590 acres. He 
said that education, public access to nature and land 
preservation are the main goals of the MLT while the 
Coalition for Buzzards Bay is more concerned with 
protecting water quality through acquiring land along 
rivers and aquifers. 

The Brownell family approached the trust about 
a year ago through a realtor to investigate selling the land 
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to the trust. Mr. Johnson noted that MLT had contacted the 
family 15 years ago about the possibility of acquiring the 
property, but did not receive any interest until recently. 
The land itself contains a brook on its western side and 
a buildable lot off of Prospect Road. Mr. Johnson said 
the trust will use its volunteers to maintain the property. 
"Usually, people enjoy getting out. It is just trimming, we 
do not have a lot of erosion,'' he said. 

The MLT is purchasing the property at below 
the market value and the property owner plans to have 
it appraised at the time of closing to secure a "bargain 
sale" tax deduction. The trust already has paid the down 
payment. Approximately $250,000 remains for the trust 
to raise for the closing in June 2011. To secure this money. 
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the trust is hosting several fundraisers, applying for 
grants, seeking state money, and also is reaching out to 
foundations and Land Trust members. If the trust is short 
of the amount required for the purchase, it likely will 
acquire a land acquisition revolving account from the 
Coalition for Buzzards Bay 

Commenting on the effect of land acquisition 
on housing prices, Mr Johnson emphasized that the 
proportion of land the trust owns is "relatively small'' 
and that ''we are not requiring services from the town." 
Overall, he feels land preservation "is important to the 
quality of life" in Mattapoisett. In the past, he said the 
trust passively would acquire land when the opportunity 
arrived. In the past 10 years, however, the MLT has shifted 
focus on proactively acquiring desired property," he 
said. 

In the meantime, Mr Johnson hopes to encourage 
local residents to get involved with the MLT on any level 
to assist with its preservation goals. "We're looking for 
people to help us financially or, if they want, to chip in 
and do some work," he said.

Budget Planning Underway for FY 2011 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A $2 billion structural budget deficit on the state 
level - which could slice 10 percent from Massachusetts' 
coffers during the next fiscal year- has prompted local 
officials to get out in front of budget planning for FY2011, 
according to Town Administrator Richard LaCamera. 

At a Rochester Board of Selectmen meeting on 
November 1, Mr LaCamera said that Tri-Town town 
administrators recently met with Superintendent Doug 
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white to jumpstart the budgeting process to prepare for 
possible cuts. He said that towns are working on two 
budgets, a level-funded budget and level services budget, 
using information on potential state aid cuts. "Just in the 
last two to three years, we've lost 25 percent of state aid,'' 
Mr. LaCamera said. "At this point, there is nowhere else 
to go but cut people, and we don't want to do that," he 
added. 

In other news, Mr. LaCamera reported that the 
Rochester Memorial School renovation and addition 
project is "still going well" and is under budget. The new 
addition will be ready to accommodate the first round 
of students - fourth to fifth graders - by the beginning 
of the January term so empty classrooms left behind in 
the existing building can undergo renovation work. Mr. 
LaCamera said classes will be moved out in phases from 
the existing building to the addition so all work will be 
completed by the fall of 2011. 

The town administrator also noted that new 
technology has been ordered, and that the school is 
paying less money than anticipated due to competitive 
pricing. In a related measure, the Board of Selectmen 
voted to donate surplus furniture, including 30 chairs, 30 
desks and two conference tables, to Nativity Preparatory 
School in New Bedford. 

In correspondence, the board noted that the Annie 
Maxim House donated: $1,000 to the police department; 
$500 to ambulatory services; and $250 to the Council on

Shippey Appointed as Building Commissioner 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen formally 
appointed Scott Shippey - who currently is the town's 
Interim Building Commissioner - to serve as a full-time 
Building Commissioner for the town. Some debate had 
arose if the position should be full or part time, however 
both Select Chair Roger Blanchette and Selectman Stephen 
Cushing supported full time hours at the board's meeting 
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on Tuesday, November 2. Selectman Jon Henry was 
absent at the meeting. 

In his recommendation to appoint Mr. Shippey, 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson noted that he already 
has obtained his building inspector certification. Thus, 
he is well suited to continue his studies to obtain the 
Building Commissioner certification, which he must 
complete within the first three years of his employment, 
Mr. Dawson said. 

'T think there is a lot to be said for filling 
a position from known resources. [Mr. Shippey] is 
a dedicated person who takes great pride in what 
he does,'' Selectmen Gushing said before the vote. 
Chairman Blanchette concurred with the need to have a

In other news, the board met with Treasurer 
and Tax Collector Gary Carreiro, who distributed a 
draft Investment Policy Statement for approval. He said 
that the town already follows the policy, but needed to 
"basically put it in stone, in writing.'' A formal policy also 
assists with the town's bond ratings. He said approval is 
required to shift money currently in the general fund into 
various investments. Mr. Carreiro said that the investment 
strategy is to pursue returns with very low risks; he said 
the town currently receives a 1.12 percent return on its 
money market accounts over a pool cash of $1 million. 

With minor modifications, the Selectmen 
approved the document unanimously. 

The board also met with Alternative Energy 
Committee members Norm Hills and William Saltonstall 
and agreed to appoint three residents to pursue a turbine 
project at Great Hill. The members reported on a recent 
study concluding that "ample wind resources" are 
available at the proposed turbine site. Specifically, the 
average year-round wind speed at Great Hill is 14 miles 
per hour, which is favorable for harnessing electricity. 
They said flicker shadows, noise and aviation still need to 
be examined, and the committee is waiting for the receipt 
of a final feasibility study that delineates these challenges. 
The turbine will adhere to the bylaws recently passed at 
the spring town meeting, committee members stated. 

The committee currently is pursuing a lease 
agreement with Great Hill Trust to install a turbine, 
although the size is yet to be determined. Mr. Saltonstall 
emphasized that an estimated $5 million price tag of the 
turbine is well worth the investment. He said that the 
payback period is about five to six years and the total 
life span of a turbine typically is 25 years. "It would be 
possible to create more power than we use," he said, 
noting that engineers are even examining powering Old 
Rochester Regional' s electrical needs with the turbine. 

The Town House soon will receive a brand new 
sign, Mr. Dawson reported. He reported on a recent visit 
to Upper Cape Tech School to preview it. "It is going to be 
a fine product," he said. 

The town also hired an engineer to determine the 
cause of recent flooding in the Town House's basement, 
Mr. Dawson said. "Hopefully it is not an insurmountable 
problem," he said. 

In correspondence, the board learned that 
Christopher Adams is stepping down from the Marion 
Recreation Department due to a busy schedule. Also, a 
letter from the Division of Marine Fisheries determined 
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that Sippican Harbor now is open to shellfishing. 
In action items, the board: 

• approved three water commitments of $550, 
$10,825 and $1095. 

• formally extended Old Rochester Community 
Television's contract by one year. 

• approved a Telecom audit service to determine 
if the town is paying competitive rates for its telephone 
and internet services. 

• approved road closures for the annual 
Christmas Stroll event, scheduled to take place on 
December 12 from 3:00 to 6:00 pm. 

The Board of Selectmen also requested that 
anyone interested in joining the Cemetery Commission 
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contact Mr. Dawson with a letter of interest. The board 
adjourned and did not go into executive session. 

Board to Revisit Sardinha Trust Decision 

Marion Planning Board-

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Jay Ryder at 7:22 pm on 
Monday, November 1, at the Marion Town House. Also 
present were board members Tom Magauran, Joseph 
Napoli, John Sweeny, Sherman Briggs, Jay Crowley, and 
Planning Board Secretary Terry Santos. Steve Gonsalves 
was not present. 

Chairman Ryder began the meeting by 
introducing everyone, and then continued a discussion 
regarding the property Always in Bloom at 454 Wareham 
Rd. Last spring, the Planning Board approved a site plan 
for Always in Bloom that included several conditions that 
the owner must meet to develop the property. The owner 
appealed the decision to the Zoning Board of Appeals, 
claiming that the conditions were unduly burdensome, 
but in August the ZBA upheld the Planning' s Board 
original decision. The owner now is suing the town, and 
Mr. Ryder commented, "The Planning Board has basically 
taken the stance that maybe we could get together 
with the ZBA, because the owner and the ZBA are in a 
dispute." 

Chairman Ryder continued, stating that this 
is "up for discussion. The Planning Board is trying to 
shorten litigation time." His feeling was that this should 
not be "dragged out in court." 

The question "what are they appealing?" was 
asked, and there was some confusion about the answer. 
Mr. Magauran asked "are they suing the ZBA, or us, on 
a basis of conditions?" He continued by saying that "we 
could change the conditions, but then why did we agree 
to these conditions in the first place? We don't want to 
give in just because they're suing us." 

Mr. Magauran then clarified that Mr. Sardinha - 
the owner of the Dunkin Donuts on the adjacent property 
- is suing the town, not the owner of the Flower Shop. 
Chairman Ryder said that they should send a letter to 
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Town Counsel Jon Witten. He also said that "we're trying 
to achieve something that puts a short lease on legal 
proceedings/' 

Mr. Magauran remarked, ''the Planning Board 
and the applicant should meet. It has nothing to do with 
the ZBA." Mr. Briggs commented that it seems that "more 
money will be spent. We're trying to eliminate more legal 
fees." 

Chairman Ryder concluded the discussion by 
saying that "the Planning Board, Town Counsel and the 
applicant should meet. This is the next step. We'll re-visit 
the conditions with Town Counsel." 

The 2011 meeting schedule was then addressed. 
After some discussion, it was determined that the time 
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should not be changed to either 6:00 or 6:30 pm, but that 
the meetings should begin at 7:00 pm. A motion was made 
and passed unanimously. 

The exact dates for meetings for the year 2011 
were read aloud, and it was determined that there would 
be two meetings per month and a preliminary schedule 
would be drafted and ready to vote on for the next 
meeting. 

The minutes from both the October 4 and October 
18 meetings were approved as written with only minor 
amendments. 

The board voted to adjourn at 7:50 pm. 
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Job's Cove Aquaculture Project Approved 

Marion Conservation Commission

A meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission was called to order on Wednesday, October 
27 ay 7:00 pm by Chairman Joel Hartley. Also present 
were members Lawrence Doman, Norman Hills, Wendy 
Carreau, Sherman Briggs and Secretary Diane Drake. 

For the first hearing, the commission heard a 
Notice of Intent (NOI) request from Christopher and 
Ben Bryant to construct a one-acre aquaculture project in 
Job's Cove. The National Heritage report and the turtle 
studies were discussed, which endorsed the project 
with the conditions that the vessel's no wake mode be 
utilized when accessing the oyster aquaculture projects. 
Other conditions included that the operation only be 
active between May 1 and October 1 and that no nets 
be involved. The Bryants stated that they only sought 
approval for the first half-acre phase at this time. 

Abutter Bob Puffer addressed the commission, 
representing eighteen members of the Mekquamsett 
Homeowners Association and provided a handout with 
the concerns of the Reservation Road and Arrowhead 
Lane neighborhood. Issues raised involved small sailboat 
navigation within the Job's Cove and Stuart Island area, 
noise from power washing of oyster bags and a possible 
reduction of property values. "Property values will 
decrease if this noisy and unsightly project gets going," 
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said abutter George Moffet. 

Shep Johnson, an attorney with Shephard 
Johnson and Associates of New Bedford, represented the 
Homeowners Association and said that the turtles nesting 
in the cove would be disturbed by the bags, which would 
rest on the bottom during the off season. Mr. Johnson said 
the two impact reports did not address the tidal flushing 
and carrying capacity or the effect on shellfishing in the 
cove. He also said the project was too close to the osprey 
nesting pole and would take up 13 percent of the cove for 
a commercial enterprise that has no public gain. 

The Bryants' said that they hope they will not 
have to do any power washing and that Scott Cowell 
has been involved in a Marion-based oyster aquaculture 
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business for three years and has not done any power 
washing. Christopher Bryant said that if the bags 
are turned on a regular basis, the growth buildup is 
decreased, but wanted the proposal to include the option 
to power wash, if needed, over time. 

Chairman Hartley told the audience that the 
ConCom only can address issues of endangered species, 
shellfish and wildlife, and could not address the issues of 
property values, navigation or noise. Mr. Bryant said that 
the project was approved by the harbormaster, without 
comment. The Committee approved the project's phase 
one of one-half acre, subject to the conditions outlined in 
the National Heritage report. 

The next order of business was an RFD by 
Thomas F. Walsh to upgrade a sewage disposal system at 
826 Mill Street. Steve Gilbat, SFG Engineering represented 
the applicant. ''We're dealing with a fairly small lot," 
said Gilbat. Currently the property utilizes a cesspool 
system that will be removed and replaced with a new 
septic system, which is within 100 feet of the wetlands. 
Mr. Gilbat said that the applicant was seeking a variance 
from the Marion Sanitary Code, from the Board of Health, 
to allow the system to be smaller than normal for a two- 
bedroom house. A 220-minute gallon flow would replace 
the 300-gallon flow required by the code. The applicant 
is also seeking to place the system closer to the house 
in order to get further away from the wetlands. The 
commission approved the plan. 

Next up was a NOI by C. James and Karen 
Prieur to construct a 231 -foot long timber pier, a 24 foot- 
long gangway, and a lO-foot-by-20-foot float anchored 
with four pilings at 101 Cove Circle. Wayne Tirrell of 
Lars Olsen Fine Homebuilding and David Davignon of 
Schneider Associates represented the applicant. Plans 
were presented showing an elevated walkway above

vegetation and a pier positioned to avoid the salt marsh. 
The walkway would be 231 linear feet long and four feet 
wide, providing access to the beach. "In the spring or 
after rain, the area is not passable,'' said Mr Davignon. 
The ConCom noted that the plans and property did not 
have the wetland flags posted and requested that flags 
and stakes be placed to mark wetlands and the pathway 
so an upcoming site visit would make it clear where the 
walkway and pier would be located. The hearing was 
continued to November 10 at 7:00 pm. 

Next up was Copper Medal LLC with a NOI to 
construct a dwelling with an attached garage and deck, 
a driveway, and wetland replication on Converse Road. 
John Ludes, the owner and Dave Davignon, Schneider 
Associates, addressed the commission. Mr Ludes 
provided some history of the property and said that the 
original parcel consisted of 30 acres with five existing 
dwellings. He plans to build four new homes on the 
property that will bring in approximately $20,000 in taxes 
to the town. "We've been at this for 14 months," said 
Mr Ludes. The proposal is to combine two lots on 9.74 
acres and build one house on the upland portion of the 
property. Access to the upland parcel crosses a wetland 
area. "We want access to the upland," said Mr Davignon. 
The ConCom requested the data sheets for the wetland 
line and for the wetland crossing and the proposed home 
to be staked out. Mr Hills asked how the construction

be marked as well. "Please show it on the plan, so we can 
see it/' he said. A site visit was scheduled for Saturday, 
November 6. The commission decided to continue the 
hearing to November 10 at 7:10 p.m.

Marion COA: Free Memory Screenings 

The Marion Council on Aging is offering free, 
confidential memory screenings and educational materials 
about brain health on November 16 from 9:00 am to 3:00 
pm. For more information, call 508-748-3570. The event 
is part of National Memory Screening Day, an annual 
initiative that the Alzheimer's Foundation of America 
holds each November during National Alzheimer's 
Disease Awareness Month. 

Qualified healthcare professionals conduct 
the face-to-face screenings, which consist of a series of 
questions and tasks to test memory, language skills, 
thinking ability and other intellectual functions, as a first 
step towards the detection of memory problems. The 
results do not represent a diagnosis, but they can indicate 
whether the individual should follow up with a primary 
care provider or other qualified healthcare professional. 

Some memory problems can be readily treated, 
such as those caused by vitamin deficiencies or thyroid 
problems. Other memory problems might result 
from causes that are not currently reversible, such as 
Alzheimer's disease. In general, the earlier the diagnosis, 
the easier it is to treat one of these conditions. 

AFA suggests memory screenings for adults 
concerned about memory loss or experiencing warning 
signs of dementia; whose family and friends have noticed 
changes in them; or who believe they are at risk due to a 
family history of Alzheimer's disease or a related illness.

Restoring Sanity! 

A First Person Account

When one of my favorite comedians - Jon Stewart 
- announced that he would host a rally for the fanatically 
moderate in Washington, DC, I knew I had to attend. His 
feeling is that mostly extremist voices dominate the airwaves, 
and isn't it time that the "70 percent" of people who we don't 
hear from - busy people with regular lives - congregate 
together to promote a civil, balanced discourse? He called it 
The Million Moderate March, or The Clarion Call for Sanity" 
asking people to come to the mall "To Take It Down a Notch 
for America." 

Of course, satirist Stephen Colbert announced his 
own rally "To Keep Fear Alive" - which the two comedians 
brilliantly ended up combining into a "Rally to Restore Sanity 
And/Or Fear." 

Was it worth the trek from the Tri-Town to 
Washington, DC to attend this gathering? Absolutely. The 
morning of Saturday, October 30 was pure mayhem as a 
crowd of anywhere from 150,000 to 250,000 swarmed onto 
the National Mall (permit was only for 60,000 people) for 
the three-hour long event. Metros were jam-packed and 
Amtrak had to add trains to accommodate the crowds. My 
first observation was that despite being crammed in a metro 
car (after three overly-full metro trains already had passed), 
everyone was ridiculously polite with their "Excuse Me!"s and 
"Sorry !"s. Clearly I was in the midst of some pretty reasonable 
people. 

I arrived with friends about an hour early for the 
event, and after annoy ingly being directed several blocks out 
of the way to enter the green space, we managed to secure a 
spot close enough to watch the performance on the screen. 

The mood around was jovial, to say the least. The 
impeccable weather helped, as did the display of signage, 
some ironic or gimmicky and others addressing Stewart's 
reasonableness cause. Some signs simply read, "This is a 
sign." Others read, "I heard there would be cupcakes!" and 
"Has anyone seen my keys?" At one point, I saw someone 
dressed as the "Where's Waldo" character with the sign 
reading "I'm Here!" and a downward arrow. Slightly more 
serious and less silly signs read, 
"I may disagree with you, but that 
doesn't mean you are Hitler," "Real 
Patriots Can Handle a Difference 
of Opinion," or "Vikings for Logic 
in Politics." Although there were 
some political signs - mostly to 
support Proposition 19 that would 
legalize marijuana in California, the 
vast majority of signs did not stray 
from the theme of reasonableness. 
The signs elicited a lot of chuckles 




and amusement and were as entertaining as the performance 
itself. 

The three-hour show included comedic tidbits - 
mostly humorously juxtaposing Mr. Stewart's reasonable 
cause with Mr. Colbert's message of fear. Also, music 
performances by The Roots, Kid Rock, Sheryl Crow, Cat 
Stevens, Ozzi Osborne and the O'Jays revved up the crowd, 
with intermittently more serious performances, such as 
America the Beautiful performed by Tony Bennett and the 
Star-Spangled Banner by an a cappella group. 

Admittedly, the two comedians did their fair share 
of taking jabs at the mainstream media. In one moment, Mr. 
Stewart noted that employees from ABC, CBS, Associated 
Press, New York Times and National Public Radio all were 
barred from attending the rally. Without missing a beat, he 
gave an award to a 7-year old girl, "someone with more 
courage," for attending the rally. Mr. Colbert asked her, "Are 
you scared to be here?" to which she replied, "No, this is fun!" 

Mr. Stewart also showed over-the-top clips from 
network news stations with fear-inducing messages. In a more 
sober moment at the end of the rally, he equated the media 
response to our immune system. "We react to everything, we 
get sicker. . . and we get eczema!" 

Also, strong themes of tolerance characterized the 
humor. In one routine, Mr. Stewart challenged Mr. Colbert's 
claims that all Muslims caused the attacks on September 
1 1 , 2001 . Then basketball star Kareem Abdul- Jabbar - who 
is Muslim - entered the stage to dispute the notion that all 
Muslims are fanatics. Mr. Colbert's response, "What about 
robots? All robots are bad!" And in a gimmicky moment, 
R2D2 took the stage to refute that generalization. 

In another memorable moment, when the comedians 
were handing out awards for fear and reasonableness, Mr. 
Stewart brought out Jacob Isom - a man in a well-publicized 
clip who took away a Koran from a group on the verge of 
burning it. Also, Mr. Colbert honored Facebook and Matt 
Anderson's black shirt for his fear award. 

At the end of a performance, Mr. Stewart marveled at 
the numbers of attendees and simply stated that his desire was 
for people to attend. He said he had no desire to make fun of 
people of religious faith or people with passionate views, but 
wanted the messages to come out 
that "we live now in hard time but 
these are not end times" and "if we 
amplify everything we do not hear 
anything." 

Although the rally may not have 
served any direct political purpose, 
it did release a valve and let out 
some tension during a time of 
polarizing dialogue in politics and 
in the media, in my view. Plus, I 
got a kick out of the signs.

handiwork of the Rochester Green Ways Committee. You 
may have seen us out digging, weeding or planting in the 
town center (including Plumb Library), Hartley Road, and 
the Bradford Lane / Grange areas. 

The Green Ways Committee started because 
several of us noted that old pictures of the town showed 
our roads lined with stately elms. When Dutch Elm 
Disease wiped out these trees, nothing was planted in 
their place. We began planting memorial trees along the 
curve of Rounseville Road at Plumb Corner in the spring 
of 2001. Green Ways doesn't have a line in the town's 
budget; instead, we rely on donations from folks who 
wish to honor or remember someone special by planting 
a tree. If you look closely, you will see an engraved 
brick below each tree. After considerable research, the 
committee chose ten species of trees to plant, knowing 
that a variety of trees reduce the risk of loss from new 
diseases. 

In addition to planting memorial trees, we also 
plant and maintain the gardens in the town center and at 
the intersection of Walnut Plain and Marion Road. Last 
year, we planted a wildflower garden on either side of the 
path that connects Dexter Lane and New Bedford Road. 
Unfortunately, the spring floods killed out our plants and 
we missed this summer's show of color. We are planning 
to replant in the spring of 2011. We are currently seeking 
grants to pay for the plant material. Alternatively, we 
would love to have folks who have a perennial garden 
with native wildflower species donate plants if they 
divide their clumps in fall or spring. A good source of 
the plants we used and are looking for is the Wildflower 
Seed-North East from American Meadows.

On the Road Again

The Girl Who Kicked the Hornefs Nest. Starring Noomi 
Rapace and Michael Nyqvist. Directed by Daniel 
Alfredson. Running time: 149 minutes. MPAA rating: 
R. 

In one of the odder moments in The Girl Who 
Kicked the Hornet's Nest, a man in his late seventies, 
staggering with the pain of liver cancer, enters another 
man's hospital room and kills him. This unlikely assassin 
is part of a super-secret Swedish group — dubbed "the 
Section" by the authorities — who apparently care 
about nothing except silencing Lisbeth Salander (Noomi 
Rapace), the spiky hacker heroine of Stieg Larsson's 
Millennium trilogy. All of these conspirators, plotting 
in shadows, are old and decrepit — one is on dialysis. 
I reflected that I hadn't seen so many septuagenarians 
doddering around trying to kill one specific person since 
all those doomed priests straining to ice Damien Thorn in 
The Final Conflict. 

Stieg Larsson apparently envisioned ten books 
featuring Lisbeth Salander and her fellow crusader for 
truth, intrepid reporter Mikael Blomkvist (Michael 
Nyqvist); unfortunately, he died (or was assassinated, 
depending on who you listen to) after publishing only 
three. Hornefs Nest is based on the last book, following 
The Girl with the Dragon Tattoo and The Girl Who Played 
with Fire; it's most likely the last time you'll see Lisbeth 
as enacted (indelibly) by Noomi Rapace, who has said 
she's quite done with the emotionally difficult character. 
So it's a goodbye of sorts, though David Fincher (The 
Social Network) is currently filming a Dragon Tattoo 
remake with Rooney Mara. I look forward to Rapace 
adding her intensity to many more films (though I'd 
also like to see her lighter side, which comes out in 
interviews). 

Hornet's Nest wraps up the sometimes sordid 
saga of Lisbeth and her many abuses at the hands of the 




misogynist Swedish system. A lot of it is anticlimactic 
(this is the rare film in which a major antagonist dies 
offscreen) and talky. Lisbeth faces trial for the attempted 
murder of her corrupt father, and Mikael, as usual, works 
tirelessly to gather evidence in her defense. Hornet's 
Nest is full of meetings and interviews and people sitting 
around looking at files (analog and digital) while the score 
keeps intoning the same two ominous notes. It's a gloomy 
affair — in this movie's Sweden, it's either raining, is 
about to rain, or has just rained — with precious little 
levity and, as in Played with Fire, almost no interaction 
between Lisbeth and Mikael except at the very beginning 
and very end. 

Still, when we enter the courtroom, with Lisbeth 
defiantly gothed up in leather, piercings and a mohawk, 
the movie wakes up. It rouses us cheaply — we're given 
a contemptible, lying psychoanalyst to hiss and hoot at 
— but it rouses us just the same, in the familiar old way. 
For all its radical politics and apparent glorification of 
hackers, the Millennium series is narratively conservative, 
hitting police-procedural and courtroom-thriller beats 
familiar from television. Interestingly, though, the 
original Swedish title for Hornet's Nest is Luftslottet 
som sprdngdes, which translates roughly as The Air 
Castle That Exploded, "air castle" being a Swedish term 
for a pipe dream. The pipe dream here, it seems, is that 
the largely male-dominated authorities have your best 
interests at heart. The story of Lisbeth blows that air castle 
to oblivion.
